WHEN GOD 


S HE WATCHED ME shave one morning long 
Ax. my small son asked for my razor. My 
answer, of course, was no. 

Hurt, he turned away. 

“Not now,” I soothed him; you must wait awhile.” 

Now he is a grown young man, away in college. 
He has his razor; I gave it to him. I intended to do 
so all along—when it was time for him to have it. 
His request had not been denied, only delayed. At 
the time, however, it seemed to him that his request 
had been denied, ignored, disregarded. 

Like that child, all of us at one time or another 
come up against the problem of “unanswered” prayer. 
Why does not God give us the things that we so 
earnestly request? Sometimes our requests seem so 
simple, yet they are not granted unto us. 

We sometimes speak of “unanswered” prayer simply 
because it was not answered in an affirmative way. 
God may answer your prayer by saying no. It isn’t 
that the prayer is unanswered, but just that the 
answer is not that which you wished it to be. We 
cannot justly say that God has not answered our 
prayer just because His answer is no. Careless prayers 
ask a denial; irresponsible prayers demand it. The 
mind that flits in prayer from desire to desire and 
from request to request can hardly expect its every 
whim to be granted. Very few prayers go unanswered 
when we realize that God reserves the right to answer 
no if our request is unwise, unjust, unholy, or simply 
premature. 

Yet, there are times that our prayers are in faith 
and are legitimate, and still they are not granted 
unto us. Why is this so? Just as it was with me 
and my son, God frequently knows it is best to delay 
our requests for awhile. We need to learn the Christian 
virtue of patience, for it is an error to believe that we 
can demand of God to do things in our way and at 
our time. Having prayed in faith believing, we then 
have need of patience for Him to work the matter 
out or grant the desire of our heart, according to His 
own wisdom and in His own time. There have been 
times in my Christian life when I have sought to tell 
God how to answer my prayers, only to find in the 
end that His way was far better than mine could 
ever have been. 

We made a mistake by believing that faith alway 
brings an affirmative answer from God. True faith 
is to make our petition known unto Him and then 
leave the answer up to Him. As He considers our 
prayer with His wisdom and compassion and mercy, 
He may grant the request right away, or He may

deny it, or He may delay it. True faith, tempered 
with patience, bids us to accept as obedient children 
the answer He gives. 

The Bible gives record of many prayers that were 
denied. In 2 Samuel 12, we have the pathetic story 
of David’s prayer for the life of his child: 


David therefore besought God for the child; 
and David fasted, and went in, and lay all 
night upon the earth (2 Samuel 12:16). 


Despite the prayers of David, “it came to pass on 
the seventh day, that the child died.” David then 
accepted the will of God in humility. 

It might be pointed out by some that a previous 
sin was associated with the prayer of David. But 
sometimes God denies the requests of those who are 
in every way His faithful children. We have the ex- 
press statement of the Apostle Paul that God denied 
one of his most urgent prayers, concerning an im- 
pediment so grievous that he called it a thorn in the 
flesh. 

For this thing I besought the Lord thrice, 
that it might depart from me. And he said un- 
to me, My grace is sufficient for thee: for 
my strength is made perfect in weakness. 
Most gladly therefore will I rather glory in 
my infirmities, that the power of Christ may 
rest upon me (2 Corinthians 12:8, 9). 


Instead of granting what Paul desired, God gave 
him what he needed. It is the same with us. Our 
desires are not always in accordance with our needs. 
There are times when we may need hardship even 
though we desire ease; there are times when we 
may need sorrow, even though we desire gladness. 

Perhaps the greatest example of denied prayer is 
that of Jesus in the Garden of Gethsemane. Luke 
has told us of His travail of soul when “he was with- 
drawn from them about a stone’s cast, and kneeled 
down, and prayed, Saying, Father, if thou be willing, 
remove this cup from me: nevertheless not my will, 
but thine, be done” (Luke 22:41, 42). 

The Father denied His request, but He sent an 
angel to strengthen Him, knowing that in reality even 
the Son would have it so. 

Then there are times when God does not deny 
our requests, but merely delays them. It was so in 
the case of Lazarus. Jesus received the message from 
Mary and Martha that Lazarus was sick. 


Therefore his sisters sent unto him, saying, 
Lord, behold, he whom thou lovest is sick. 





Holiness Is God's Standard

“For God hath not called us unto uncleanness, but unto holiness,” 
1 Thessalonians 4:7. 


OD IS A holy God and will 

accept in his children’s lives 

nothing less than a holy 
walk. Holiness is the key word of 
the church today. By this standard 
she will shine forth, but without it 
she will become polluted and un- 
acceptable unto the Lord. 

Holiness has been considered by 
some as an unattainable goal, but 
it is nothing more than obeying 
God and living our salvation from 
the heart. Some would ask, “What 
is holiness?” Holiness does not con- 
sist of shouting and other outward 
emotions; these are only manifes- 
tations of a holy life filled with 
God’s Spirit. When these manifes- 


tations of true holiness are quelled, 
we will be as those who have laid 
their head in the lap of Delilah 
(the world). When this happens 
spirituality will decrease and the 
church will not be a church. 

If plush seats, carpeted floors, 
pipe organs and outlined programs 
were the answer many could mark 
up to this standard; but, thanks 
be unto God, it is not the wealth, 
popularity and social standing that 
is satisfying unto Almighty God. He 
desires a life that is sanctified (set 
apart and cleansed), and a person 
who is walking in God’s true holi- 
ness. 

“Follow peace with all men, and 





holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord” (Hebrews 
12:14). God is stating His rule of 
living by saying that without a life 
of holiness no person will be able 
to stand before Him uncondemned. 

This does not necessarily mean 
that all persons must belong to a 
Pentecostal church, but a person 
should make his choice of mem- 
bership among people with a desire 
and concern for pleasing God. 

There are some who have mis- 
represented God’s standard of holi- 
ness. Trying to be as angels, they 
have become fanatical. Our holy 
living must be practical to the prob- 
lems of life. This does not mean 
that we should endeavor to bring 
God’s standard down, but rather 
we should strive to move up to 
God’s standard. 

God is a holy God and his major 
requirement is that those who pro- 
fess Him should always endeavor 
to uphold His standard of HOLI- 
NESS. 











When Jesus heard that, he said, This sickness 
is not unto death, but for the glory of God, 
that the Son of God might be glorified there- 
by (John 11:3, 4). 


Nevertheless, Jesus dawdled along the way. He 
could have spoken healing to Lazarus from afar, but 
He deliberately delayed until Lazarus had died, and 
then He raised him from the dead. God received far 
greater glory from this than He would have other- 
wise. 

The answer to other prayers were delayed until 
God’s appropriate time. The answer to Daniel’s prayer 
was delayed so that he and we might learn of the 
love and mercy and the power of our God (Daniel 
10). In one of His parables Jesus taught us that we 
should not lose faith when our prayers are delayed. 
The widow who came before the judge in Luke 18 
became neither doubtful nor dismayed when her 
prayer was not answered immediately. Neither should 
we. It may be that our faithfulness and our patience 
will be tested before our request is granted. 

As we pray we must bear in mind at all times that 
the Scriptures enjoin us to 


Cast not away therefore your confidence, 
which hath great recompence of reward. For 
ye have need of patience, that, after ye have 
done the will of God, ye might receive the 
promise (Hebrews 10:35, 36). 


The true prayer of faith will trust the wisdom 
and the mercy of our Heavenly Father. We shall 
rest our cause before Him and accept the answer He 
gives. That answer may be yes; but it may be no. Or 
He may simply delay the answer until His best time.

® WHO IS SITTING IN OUR 
CHURCH PEWS 


“I was glad when they said unto 
me, Let us go into the house of 
the Lord,” Psalm 122:1. 


HE CHURCH is shining in 

} all its splendor. The hard- 
wood floors are gleaming as 

they have never gleamed before. 
The windows are sparkling with 
cleanliness. The altar is bedecked 
with floral dignity. Not one stone 
has been left unturned so that the 
church is adorned in its most 
graceful attire, for this is the night 
of the eagerly awaited wedding of 
the Church’s most looked-up-to 
member’s daughter. Strains of the 
wedding music vibrate throughout 
the auditorium. The most talented 
singer sings. The preacher and 
wedding party have practiced to 
perfection. The wedding is per- 
formed in a most solemn and so- 
phisticated manner. This is a gala 
occasion and well it should be, but 
who is sitting in the church pews? 

Another look inside the same sa- 
cred walls depicts a quite different 
picture. This time the death angel 
has visited the home of an out- 
standing member. The oldest son 
has been called home to meet his 
Maker. Many inquire, “Was he 
saved?” The answer given is, “He 
attended church quite regularly, 
but he never did profess to be a 
Christian.” The church is polished 
and gleaming. A mass of floral ar- 
rangements adorn the altar. The 
minister’s sermon is well prepared 
and quite fitting for the hour. 
Again, whe constitutes those sitting 
in the church pews? 

Time has come for Tuesday 
night prayer service. The church 
is far from crowded as far as a 
congregation is concerned. How- 





ever, the faithful have come to 
have their souls fed. Who, this 
night, sits in the church pews? 


The young people’s service time 
has arrived. The same group as us- 
ual attends and there is not much 
variation or interest in the pro- 
gram, but the service continues as 
scheduled. Just who occupies the 
pews of the church at this service? 

Sunday School, morning worship 
and the Sunday night evangelistic 
services are now history. Who oc- 
cupied the pews? 


A survey of these congregations 
showed that some came for love 
and respect, some for worship, 
some to be seen and heard. A 
closer look at the different gath- 
erings revealed facts that startled, 
bewildered and even stunned the 
minister, for he found that some 
were desperately in need of spirit- 
ual help and guidance from Al- 
mighty God. There were those who 
had heavy burdens, sickness, finan- 
cial difficulties and despondency. 
The church service which they at- 
tended was their last ray of hope. 
Fortunately, they had gone to the

right place for they found faith, 
hope and courage. 


But how many left with their 
hearts, minds and souls satisfied?

Was the sermon 
as well prepared and seasoned with 
prayer as was the funeral ser- 
mon?

Were the songs as appropriately 
chosen? Or, did the individuals who 
came earnestly seeking help from 
God leave just as they came? 


How pathetically sad and neg- 
lected is this group! “Is there no 
balm in Gilead; is there no phy- 
Sician there?”

ie Catealien of Prayer

PRAYER is our source of com- 
munion and fellowship with God. 
Since God is the provider for the 
Christian, we should be on good 
speaking terms with Him. Through 
prayer we told God we were sorry 
for our sins, and thereby He ac- 
cepted us and gave us power to 
become the sons of God. It is often 
through our prayers that we realize 
what is God’s will for us. God has 
said in His Word that He hears 
and answers our prayers. 

Our prayers are not always an- 
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swered immediately. God has three 
answers to prayer—yes, no, and 
wait. Bear in mind that it is al- 
ways for the good of them that 
love Him. 

God has declared that if we re- 
gard iniquity in our hearts He will 
not hear us, that is, He will not 
acknowledge. Our hearts must be 
right toward God, and we must 
have faith that He will hear and 
answer. Also, we must be willing to 
“put legs to our prayers.” Let our 
— be proved by the works that 
we do. 





When the church will stand up 
with the minister and support him 
(Acts 2:14). 

When God’s people will humble 
themselves and pray, seek his face 
and turn from their wicked ways 
(2 Chronicles 7:14). 

When we hear joy and gladness, 
when we get clean hearts and a 
right spirit, when our joy is re- 
stored (Psalm 51:8-12). 

“Then will we teach transgres- 
sors thy ways; and sinners shall 
be converted unto thee.” 

When the church begins to 
preach. “And they went forth and 
preached everywhere .. .” (Mark 
16:20). 

When we receive the power to 
witness. “. . . and ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me .. .” (Acts 1:8). 

When God’s people repent of 
their shortcomings, faults, failures 
and sins and pray, sing, testify and 
preach as the early church did, 
everyone will recognize that revival 
has come. 


WHAT WILL HAPPEN 
WHEN A REVIVAL COMES? 


In the early days of the church, 
they preached the word with bold- 
ness. Their financial needs were 
met, and all that believed were to- 
gether and the Lord added to the 
church daily. Some of the minis- 
ters on their way to pray took a 
lame man by the hand confessing, 
“I’m broke as a church mouse, but 
such as I have I give.” The man, 
leaping up, stood and walked into 
the temple praising God. These 
ministers took no personal credit 
or glory. Peter confessed it was not 
by their own power or holiness but 
that through the name of Jesus 
this man was made strong and had 
received perfect soundness. One of 
the brethren went to Samaria and 
preached Christ to them. Miracles, 
signs and wonders with great joy 
followed. 























HE CONSIDERATION of 

} prayer is all important to 

the Christian. It is through 

the medium of prayer that the 

soul communes with its Maker. 

When communion is had, the soul’s 

longing is satisfied. This longing 

may not be filled with petition- 

ary, intercessory, or begging pray- 

ers. It will take the communion of 
prayer to: satisfy that longing. 

The exhortation to enter into 
the closet and shut the door 
about us is the mark of communion 
prayer. It is the private commun- 
ion of prayer that enriches the 
soul. There is no immediate joy 
from the petitionary prayer; nor 
is there an immediate joy from 
the intercessory prayer. Perhaps 
it could be that under the travail 
of the soul in these prayers, there 
would be just the opposite. In the 
communion prayer, however, there 
is joy. If one has not experienced 
the communion prayer, he likely 
thinks that all praying is hard 
and boring. It is this kind of pray- 
ing that caused “Praying Hyde,” 
David Brainerd, and others like 
them to be the outstanding exam- 
ples of prayer they were. 

The Apostle Paul must have 
meant this kind of praying when 
he said, “I will pray in the spirit.” 
He seemed to infer that he had 


his times of prayer in secret at 
home in his closet of prayer. 

Communion prayer is no mystery, 
but it produces mysterious results. 
It will shrink one’s ego and give 
him an insight to God. It will make 
the world look small and God huge 
to the human eye. Problems are 
solved in communion prayer, be- 
cause God is made more real. 

It is true God knows what we 
need before we ask. Yet, he asks us 
to pray. If God does know what 
we have need of, and He surely 
does, it would seem useless just 
to pray when we want to get an 
answer from God. The greatest 
value in prayer is not getting, but 
in receiving! 

In communion prayer, one takes 
on the nature of God. He does not 
ask merely to receive something, 
but he receives by communing. It 
is miserly to pray only when you 
are in trouble, or someone near 
to you is in trouble. That is only 
a part of the benefits of praying. 
To me, the greatest essence of 
prayer comes when I commune 
with God just for the fellowship of 
the heavenly Father. In this man- 
ner of praying, the floodgates of 
heaven are opened more automati- 
cally, simply out of love of God 
for the fellowship of communing 
prayer.

There are myriad benefits 
through communion praying, but 
the one that seems far greater to 
me is what Jude calls “praying in 
the Holy Ghost” and Paul calls 
“praying in the spirit.” “Likewise 
the Spirit also helpeth our infir- 
mities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for 
us with groanings which cannot be 
uttered” (Romans 8:26). The word 
“intercession” here should not be 
confused with intercessory praying, 
for this is the intercession of the 
Holy Ghost, not of our intercession 
for someone near us. 


I cannot see the future! I know 
nothing about the present except 
that which I see. But I am the 
temple of the person of the 
Holy Ghost (1 Corinthians 3:16, 17; 
6:19). The Holy Ghost living in me 
has the mind of God and can see 
the future. The Holy Ghost is 
guarding me! He looks into the 
future and sees a snare the devil 
has laid for me. I cannot see it, 
so I cannot pray about it. It may 
mean my destruction! The Holy 
Ghost gives me a burden to pray. 
I know not what to pray about. 
I pray until I know nothing more 
to pray about, but the burden is 
still there. I do not know what to 
do to get rid of that burden. If the 
Holy Ghost were to reveal that 
to me, I would pray about it. The 
Bible says in 1 Corinthians 14:2, 
“He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue speaketh not unto men, but 
unto God: for no man understand- 
eth him; howbeit in the spirit he 
speaketh mysteries.” The devil 
would know what I was praying 
about, if I had the revelation of 
my need.

WO OF THE brightest spots 

j in our week are the services 
with the children. We still 

have a service and give a flannel- 
graph story in our primary school 
of 300 children. Also, on Sunday 
afternoon we have a children’s 
service here on the compound. 
Sometimes, however, we have more 
grownups than children. The 
crowds have slowly but steadily in- 
creased. We started with fifteen. 
Six weeks later we had thirty-five 
who eagerly desired to bring others. 

Some of the children learn every 
scripture and can quote all we have 
learned. We sometimes have to give 
the scriptures in two languages— 
Efik and Ibo—because our group 
contains members of both tribes. 
The toil is well repaid when we 
hear the children boldly stand up 
and quote the scriptures before the 
whole group. 

It was a real inspiration when 
Akachukwo Okoroafo, an old Ibo 
man who is attending our school, 
spoke of how God had saved him 
from an extremely wicked life of 
drunkenness and heathenism. He is 
a leading man in his village, but 
he is here studying so that he can 
return to lead his people in the 
right way. “My house used to be 
where all the people stopped to 
drink palm wine and do evil,”’- he 
says, “but now when they stop at 
my house, they have to pray. I 
want to teach them the Word of 
God.” He is studying diligently.

O, the transforming power of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ! The joy of 
seeing the gospel really “work” in 
the lives of those who accept it 
surpasses all other joys that earth 
affords, and even heaven takes time 
to rejoice when a life is trans- 
formed. Hallelujah! This is just one 
example of a changed life. 

Think how many times it can 
be multiplied if we all do our best 
for God!

still very young. It is a tremendous 
task to do all of the visiting that 
must be done! We covet your 
prayers for strength—both physi- 
cal and spiritual. 


OuR EXPERIENCES are 
as varied as are the places we 


visit, but always we find a desire 
for the truth. In one service forty- 
nine were baptized in water; in 
one district meeting about 250 were 
present—most of them members of 
the Church; in one mission church 
only eight people besides us were 
inside the house, but dozens of 
people were inquisitively standing 
around on the outside; in a wom- 
an’s meeting the women begged us 
to return to teach them how to 
live better lives and win others to 
Christ. If only we could physically 
fill all such requests that come to 
us. Several places want to know 
more about our missions. Their cry 
is “Come over to Macedonia and 
help us.” 

Watching the Africans worship, 
listening to them sing, seeing their 
bright eyes which seem to search 
for truth—all these things furnish 
their own particular kind of in- 
spiration for the heart that desires 
to minister to them. They all seem 
to have a curiosity which makes it 
comparatively easy to talk to them 
about Christ, and they stand and 
stare at us in huge numbers. 

Nigeria still reminds us of a tre- 
mendous storehouse of power just 
waiting for the right kind of fire 
to ignite it. Yes, we know we have 
the “fire” if only we had enough 
hands to carry the torches. We will 
use all we have if you will pray 
for us. All Christians can pray, and 
more than anything else we de- 
pend upon your prayers. 

















God Performs 


a Miracle

HOW I thank Jesus for an- 

other chance. I was sick for 

about seven years. I couldn’t 

walk without staggering as though 
I was drunk. The right side of my 
head almost killed me. I was weak 
all over. My bones felt limber. My 
heart beat so fast sometimes it felt 
as though it was coming out, and at 
times it felt as though it had 
stopped. I finally went to see a 
doctor. I was so sick that they 
put me in a hospital. I blacked 
out and woke up in a hospital 
several times. My husband car- 
ried me from one doctor to an- 
other. I grew from bad to worse. 
The only way I could get re- 
lief was to take dope. I took it 
all the time. I also took other kinds 
of medicine and shots in the veins. 
My mind got so bad that at times 
I couldn’t remember my name. The 
doctors said that I had a growth 
on the brain and several other 
maladies. My husband told the 
doctors to do anything that they 
could for me. Dr. Gould, a brain 
specialist in Lakeland, Florida, told 
my husband there was one more 
thing they could do, but it was 
dangerous. My husband carried me 
to two more brain specialists in 
Tampa, Florida, and didn’t tell 
them anything. They told us the 
same thing Dr. Gould had told us, 
so we went back to Dr. Gould in 
Lakeland since he had been treat- 
ing me. He didn’t want me to take 
this test, but it was the last and 
only thing to be done. They ran 
needles up my spine to the brain. 
I almost died, but God kept me. 
For about two months everyone 
thought I was going to die; but, 
thank God, someone was praying 
for me. I was also praying in my 
old sinful way. I got back on my 
feet and at times I felt better, but 
the pain was always in my head. 
I fought so hard to keep anyone 
from knowing about my pain that 
often I went out of my mind and 
passed out. Then I got so bad, they 


put me in the hospital in Cocoa, 
Florida, and gave me up to die. 
The doctor said I had two or three 
weeks to live. They carried me back 
to the hospital in Lakeland. Every- 
one was praying for me and still 
Jesus spared my life. I should have 
been better off dead if I had 
known God, because I was no good 
to my family. But Jesus didn’t see 
it that way. When I was conscious, 
I prayed, “God, give me another 
chance.” 

I grew worse and August 10, 
1959, I was carried to Bunnell 
Hospital. I stayed for awhile, but 
the doctor there couldn’t do any- 
thing for me. My husband advised 
this doctor to call Dr. Gould in 
Lakeland, but Dr. Gould didn’t 
know what to tell him. Every doctor 
had done all they could. 

They transferred me to the 
Gainesville, Florida, Medical Hospi- 
tal where they have specialists of 
all kinds. On August 28, 1959, the 
doctors ran another needle test up 
my spine, and I was paralyzed in 
my right side. 

A few weeks later my husband 
carried me back to Lakeland to the 
hospital to die because the doctors 
could do nothing else for me. 

I got some better and begged the 
doctors to let me go home. On 
Saturday they finally said I could 
go, and the doctor told my hus- 
band, “I will be out in the morn- 
ing for your answer.” I didn’t know 
what it was all about. That Sun- 
day morning the doctor came out, 
examined me, and told everyone to 
leave the room except my husband 
because he wanted to talk to us. 
He wanted my husband to sign 
papers to send me to Tampa to an 
institution. I said, “I am not going. 
I have one more thing to do.” I 
guess the doctor thought I was go- 
ing to do something awful because 
he looked at me very strangely. I 
was praying with all my heart and 
promising God that if He would 
just let me live and give me anoth- 


er chance, I would serve Him. I 
really meant it that time and Je- 
sus answered me. 


_I was in a wheel chair all the 
time I wasn’t in bed, and I wasn’t 
allowed to be left alone. I got some 
friends of mine to carry me to my 
sister’s house in Lakeland. Brother 
Thomas, the Church of God min- 
ister, was running a revival. My 
two sisters and brother-in-law, Sis- 
ter Hammonds and Brother and 
Sister Kelley, carried me to church 
in the wheel chair on Wednesday 
night, January 6, 1960. When I got 
inside the church door and heard 
the noise and saw all the people, 
I couldn’t stand it. I thought I 
would die. I told Sister Kelley I 
was going to faint. She said, “You 
are all right. They are going to 
pray for you.” They rolled me down 
the aisle. I wanted to get out of 
there. I couldn’t stand noise and 
many people. My head was so sore 
and hurting so bad, I could hardly 
stand it. That growth on the brain 
felt as though it was killing me 
and it really was. The fluid from 
my brain had run down my spine 
and had settled in the lower part 
of my back between my kidneys. I 
had a knot there as big as the 
top of a gallon bucket. I only had 
a little fluid left in the brain. My 
spine was so crooked, it looked like 
three S’s. I had gone my last mile. 
I was in such pain, I felt another 
spell coming on and I knew I 
couldn’t stand the pain much long- 
er. I wanted Brother Thomas and 
the people to pray for me, al- 
though I couldn’t stand the 
thought of anyone touching my 
head or ss | spine. But I knew 
something had to be done and 
quick. We all started praying and 
when they touched my head, I just 
do remember moving my left foot. 
When I came to myself, thank Je- 
sus, I was out of that wheel chair, 
up in the choir, walking up and 
down, crying and praising God and 
hugging =| sisters. God wonder- 
fully healed me and saved my soul 
from hell. Oh, how I thank God. I 
can never thank Him enough be- 
cause there are not words. I can 
never say how I really feel because 
I get so happy. When I start tell- 
ing about it, I just can’t be still. 
I took so many different kinds of 
medicine: dope, muscle medicine, 
head medicine, shots, walking 
treatments. Oh, I don’t even know 
what all. These lasted for a little 
while, but then the pain got worse. 
But since January 6, 1960, I 
haven’t had a pain in my head 
or back. I am not sore and haven’t 
taken a drop of the doctors’ medi- 
cine. I haven’t been back to the 
doctor. 

I walked out of the church that 
night just as I did before I got 
sick, and I am still walking. But 
the difference is that I am now 
walking and talking with Jesus.

Graham: Race Problem 
World-wide 

DALLAS, Tex. (EP)—“The race 
problem is a world problem.” So 
said Evangelist Bill y Graham ad- 
dressing thousands of persons at 
the First Baptist Church here on 
Sunday, Dec. 11. 

Graham touched only lightly on 
integration at the church, described 
as the “largest all white Baptist 
church in the nation.” 

Earlier, Graham had drawn a 
capacity crowd of nearly 7,000 per- 
sons on his first appearance in 
“The City of Sin,” Las Vegas. Hun- 
dreds of men and women came 
forward at the close of the meeting 
to make decisions for Christ in 
the meeting held in the multi- 
million dollar Las Vegas Convention 
Center. Attendance surpassed all 
expectations, despite a sudden cold 
snap. 

Asked in a press conference if 
a city such as Las Vegas had an 
unsettling influence on its inhabi- 
tants, Dr. Graham replied that peo- 
ple and sin were the same every- 
where. “In Las Vegas,” he said 
“people might sin a little more 
openly, a little more glamorous- 
ly ... but the sin in their hearts 
is the same as it would be in a 
small town in the Midwest.” 

He added, however, that major 
gambling could be detrimental to 
the lives of many people. 


Graham and Eisenhower 
Confer 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (EP)—Dr. 
Billy Graham met with President 
Eisenhower at the White House 
here and also talked with Vice- 
President Nixon. 

Following his 50-minute visit 
with the President, the evangelist 
said he had thanked Mr. Eisen- 
hower for the role he has played 
in the “spiritual revival” that has 
occurred in America during the 
eight years of his administration. 

Said Graham: “I told the Presi- 
dent that under his leadership 
America has been favored with 
eight years of peace and prosperity, 
while at the same time there has 


been a real spiritual awakening. I 
think he deserves some credit for 
having helped Americans see again 
the meaning of their religious 
heritage.” 

The noted evangelist said he 
promised the President that he 
would visit him at his retirement 
home at Gettysburg, Pennsylvania, 
after he leaves office and “play 
a round of golf.’ But he declined 
to comment on his meeting with 
Vice President Nixon, except to say 
that “the Vice President looks for- 
‘ward to getting some rest and re- 
laxation after he leaves office.” 


NAE Convention to Meet in 
Grand Rapids 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (EP)— 
The 19th annual convention of the 
National Association of Evangeli- 
cals will be held here April 10-14, 
1961, according to an announce- 
ment by Dr. Cordas C. Burnett, 
convention chairman. Sessions will 
be held in the Municipal Auditor- 
ium and Pantlind Hotel. 

With the theme “Thy Word Is 
Truth” the convention will open 
with a public rally in the Municipal 
Auditorium at 7:30 p.m., Monday, 
April 10. Speaker will be Dr. Harold 
John Ockenga, pastor of Park 
Street Church, Boston, and past 
president of NAE. 


Other speakers include NAE 
President Thomas F. Zimmerman, 
general superintendent of the As- 
semblies of God, Springfield, Mis- 
souri; Dr. Henry Bast, president 
Calvin Seminary, Holland, Michi- 
gan, and Dr. Carl F. H. Henry, 
editor of Christianity Today, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Two major changes in the basic 
format of the convention have 
been made this year, Dr. Burnett 
said. Commission meetings will be 
scheduled for both mornings and 
afternoons to make attendance 
possible for those who find them- 
selves on more than one commis- 
sion. The other change is the use 
of Friday morning (closing day of 
the convention) for “split sessions” 
to provide time for all newly elected 


commission members and officers 
to regroup themselves and plan 
their strategy for the coming year 
before leaving the convention. 


Colombian Anti-Protestant 
Bigots on the Rampage 


BARRANCABERMEJA, Colombia 
(EP)—New attacks on Protestants 
by vicious, armed men have been 
reported here. In San Gil a band 
of unknown men smashed the doors 
and wooden window blinds of a 
Protestant meeting place. They’ 
poured fire from rifles and pistols 
into the building for approximately 
one hour. No meeting was in pro- 
gress at the time, but there were 
13 people in the house, They mi- 
raculously escaped unharmed. 

Fliers stating “I am a Catholic” 
had been distributed to the towns- 
people that morning to be posted on 
the front door. The house which 
was attacked displayed no card 
since it was a Protestant house. 

Another attack reportedly 
erupted in Suaita. Unknown men 
forced their way into a Protestant 
home, struck the young mother’s 
head with machetes, smashed fur- 
niture, cut up clothing, damaged 
the sewing machine and furnish- 
ings; then went outside to ruin 
plantain trees and garden crops. 


When they had gone, the mother 
went to search for help with blood 
streaming from her head. Neigh- 
bors said as she walked along the 
road, “It is good enough for a 
Protestant—that is what they 
should do with all of them.” The 
injured woman was able to reach 
her pastor who took her to Bucara- 
manga for treatment. 


Missionaries Murdered: May 
Have Fallen to Cannibals 


ELIZABETHVILLE, Katanga 
(EP)—New Zealand missionaries 
Elton George Behrent Knaus, 50, 
and Edmund Hodgson, 62, of Black- 
pool, England, were hacked to 
death by fierce Baluba tribesmen 
in North Katanga. Since the bodies 
of these two veteran Protestant 
missionaries cannot be found by 
UN troops, officials believe they 
may have become the victims of 
cannibals. 

Reliable sources reported to UN 
soldiers that the two missionaries 
were attacked with machetes and 
put to death near Mukaya, a small 
village about 150 miles from Albert- 
ville. 

Mr. Knaus’ wife and three chil- 
dren have gone to Kitwe, Northern 
Rhodesia, to stay with friends. Mr. 
Hodgson was a widower.
